The termination of the annual sorority 
rush struggle brings Kansas State students, 
fraternity members particularly, face to 
face with a definite problem confronting 
fraternities here. By conducting their rush- 
ing before the Freshman Induction period 
the' sororities easily skip any disconcerting 
conflicts and have the full attention of the 
rushees for the avowedly serious business 
at hand. For the girls the Freshman In- 
duction period presents a relatively minor 
problem because they can easily come to 
Manhattan a few days in advance and dis- 
pose of their rushing. On the other hand 
the fraternities have a difficult time of it. 
Many, in fact nearly all, of the members

When the parties involved In men's rush 
week do arrive and begin the annual grind 
for new members they find that most of the 
boys with whom they have rush cards are 
either so busy with the Freshman Induc- 
tion period they have little time to con- 
sider the question of joining a fraternity or 
they have decided to wait until the smoke 
blows over and arrive in Manhattan barely 
in time to enrol. 

The issue is not to decide upon the con- 
tinuance of Freshman Induction, That is a 
foregone conclusion for it Is of inestimable 
value both to new students and the school. 
However, the tima of the period could be 
moved up slightly, if only one day, and give 
the fraternities one full day in which to get 
a toehold on their rush week. As it is now 
the affair will be prolonged over five days 
with only a very few hours in which to rush 
on any one day. Unhappily the five day 
flurry will not result in more pledges and 
satisfaction for all but in unnecessary con- 
fusion. A fraternity rush week of two full 
days and only a part of the third day would 
be a material advantage to all parties con- 
cerned. 

The need for new Ideas in conducting 
rush week Is outstanding and it is hoped 
that the Panhellenic body in conjunction 
with the school, after considering the re- 
sults of the imminent pledge scramble, will 
be able to bring about some orderly system 
for future use.

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Cut privileges will be 
al! seniors this year for the _ 
time in the history of Kansas State 
college. The experiment of granting 
optional class attendance to an un- 
restricted group was started last 
year. For a number of years cu* 
privileges have been granted te 
juniors and .seniors with a 2.0 av- 
erage or better. Last year for the 
first time all seniors regardless of 
average were granted the privilege. 

"The experiment worked suffi- 
ciently satisfactorily last year to 
warrant the extension for one more 
year," said President P. D. Parrell. 
Attendance records were kept last 
year and will be kept again this 
year. In case of excessive abuse of 
the privilege, the liberty can be ter- 
minated at any time. 

An Experiment 

When the liberty was first granted 
President Parrell said that it was 
'an experiment In scholastic liberty 
granted because It is felt that sen- 
iors have become sufficiently ma- 
ture and serious minded to make 
compulsory regulation unnecessary." 
When optional class attendance was 
first granted to upperclassmen with 
high scholastic averages records 
showed that there were no more 
absences than under the old system 
of regulation. 

Certain institutions with highly 
selected student body have no at- 
tendance regulations for any stu- 
dent, but the granting of the privi- 
lege to unrestricted groups was an 
innovation here last year. It Is

"Preventive Medicine and Public Health,"

noble showing made by State students in 
last spring's health knowledge test. Graded 
on the same basis as other tests given at 
the school, students almost unanimously 
failed to make a passing mark. The aver- 
age for any division was less than 75 per 
cent. In explaining the -low mark of the 
students, Dr. M. W. Husband, head of stu- 
dent health service and instructor of the 
new course, said, "I think the students did 
pretty well in the test, considering the fact 
that most, of them have had no formal 
course on health. The new course is to 
meet what seems to me a real need for in- 
struction in preventive medicine." 

Predominant among all students were 
many mistaken notions concerning health.

Kansas State college has a new all time enrolment rec- 
ord of 3,880 students. The new total as announced by the 
registrar included all students who had registered up until 
yesterday afternoon. Possibly because of later students, the 
final figure may be slightly different. 

For the fourth consecutive year, 
K-State has upset all previous en 
rolment records. The new record of 
3300 students tope last year's total 
registered during the corresponding 
time by 43 enrollees. The record of 
3317 students last year 
the 1836 enrolment of 3.816 which 
in turn downed the preceding year's 
registration of 3,313. Up to the en- 
rolment of 3^15 students In 
the former record of 3,062 ir 
had held. 

Running Neck And Neck 
The divisions of general science 
and engineering were running neck 
and neck for first honors at the end 
of three days of registering Tues- 
day afternoon. Out of the total of 
3,859 registered by Tuesday even- 
ing, 1.026 students had enrolled n> 
engineers The matriculants in gen- 
eral science number approximately 
the same although an accurate 
tabulation has not been made 
Twenty-one students enrolled late 
Wednesday, and yesterday and they 
may affect the final lead. 

The division of agriculture an- 
nounces a registration of 663 by 5 
o'clock Tuesday. The home eco- 
nomics division enrolled approxi- 
mately 750, and 235 aspiring veteri- 
narians have become full 
K-Staters. Graduates 
in the graduate 

number 165. These figures are not 
final as a number of students reg- 
istered later than Tuesday. 

Tabulation by classes has not 
been made. The olflclal tabulation 
by the registrar will be 
Septezner 30 when It 
pres.

Later on, with two children to 
support, he decided he needed to 
complete his college education, so 
the Plckaql family moved again to 
Manhattan. He majored In agrl 
culture, mine red in journalism, but 
his first job was as first director of 
radio station K. S. A. C. In 1B29 
President Coolidge appointed Doc 
tor William Jardine. then president 
of Kansas Slate college. Secretar; 
of Agriculture. Doctor Jardine 1m 
mediately called Sam Pickard to 
come to Washington to head the 
bureau of publication. He remained 
there from two to three years until 
he was offered a position as vice- 
president of the Columbia Broad- 
casting network. 

Now at the age of 43, he has re- 
tired from active service, has two 
homes, one in Plat Rock, N. C, the 
other In Miami, pla. His financial 
resources are in the unworkable 
state. In other words, this is one 
life story with a happy ending.

Representation by Divisions Alio 
Included— Student Body to Vote on 
Proposition October 11

"The student council shall consiBt of nine members, each 
division having that proportion of members which its en- 
rolment bears to the total enrolment of the SGA." 

Thus reads one of the ten new clauses and amendments 
to the SGA constitution approved by the student council 
in their meeting Tuesday night and which will put to a 
vote of the student body in an assembly Tuesday, October 
XI. 

■ Before acting upon the changes 
as proposed by a constitutional 
committee, the student council con- 
ferred with the committee's chair- 
man. Howard B. Liebengood, Slight 
changes were made and agreed 
upon by both the council and the 
chairmen and then voted upon as 
a whole. The new amendments 
were approved by a unanimous vote 
of the council. 

Aim At Better Government 
The committee's proposals as ap- 
proved by the student council are 
aimed at the betterment of student 
government by fairer representa- 
tion, imnroved election methods, 
more clearly defined election rules 
and methods of legislation and 
more student voice in the campus 
government. 

The student council also named 
Thclma Holuba, senior In Indus- 
trial Journalism, and Tom Bash, 
junior in electrical engineering, to 
the apportionment board during the 
meeting. The board determines 
the distribution of the student ac- 
tivity fee among departments, Dick 
Wjherry, chairman; Prof. B. I. 
Throckmorton, agronomy depart- 
ment, and Prof. H. W. Davis. Eng- 
lish department, are tile other 
members appointed by President 
Farrell, 

The complete list of amendments 
and clauses win be printed in the 
Cblleglan twice before being put to 
a vote of the SGA as required by 
the constitution and college regula- 
tions. As originally scheduled, the 
student council was to have charge 
or the assembly next Tuesday but 
because of the need lor considera- 
tion or 'the constitutional changes, 
the assembly has been postponed to 
October 11. 

One meeting a semester of the 
SGA which Includes all under- 
graduates except special students is 
one of the new clauses, 

SGA Supposed To Meet 
"The SGA is supposed to have 
meetings according to our system 
of government and pass legislation 
as a group. Leaving aU the legis- 
lating to the student council is 
leaving out an Important part of 
our student government. iiira.#h 
this method students may legislate 
directly, boost pep an 
traditions." exolalned Howard 
engood in justification of the 
provisions. 

The job or secretary Is divided in 
the proposal, between a recording 
and a corresponding secretory and 
a publicity chairman is added to 
bring the membership of the council 
to nine instead of seven, the num- 
ber from each division In propor- 
tion to the total undergraduate en- 
rolment. 

The new election provisions read: 
Each member of the SGA will vote 
for that number of candidates al- 
loted to each of the rive divisions. 
Prom each division the quota of 
candidates receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be declared 
elected to membership of the stu- 
dent council. 

Sit With New Council 
Another requirement states the 
council will sit ex-officio, or with- 
out voting power. In meetings of the 
old acting council for two weeks 
after the election. This Is a move 
tor more efficiency In the work of 
a new council by using the ex- 
perience of the retiring officer*. 

The remaining recommendations 
are designed to speed and make 
more effective legislation or the 
council In connection with approval 
by the faculty committee on stu- 
dents affairs. The proposed acts re- 
quire an answer within three days 
accompanied by reasons If ttie 
answer is a disapproval 
faculty committee on 
submitted by the council.

20 issue of your college paper. 

The chairman of the hoard oi' regents, 
Mr. O'Neill, is burdened with the correspon- 
dence of the board, so 1 will, as chairman 
of the buildings committee of Kansas State, 
attempt to explain.

Dr. E. J. Prick of the division of 
veterinary medicine and Mrs. Prick 
have Just returned from an exten- 
sive tour of England and the con- 
tinent and a few minor countries. 

They attended the thlreenth In- 
ternational Veterinary congress 
which was held at Znrich and In- 
terlocked Switzerland. During the 
tour they met the principle veteri- 
nary scientists of Europe. Accord- 
ing to Doctor Prick, the tour was 
the official one of the American 
Veterinary Medical association and 
each country made special prepara- 
tions to explain the latest develop- 
ments In their particular section of 
the country. The outstanding con- 
tribution of the summer was made 
by a German veterinarian who has 
perfected a vaccine for the pre- 
vention of hoof and mouth disease 
which Is causing tremendous losses 
In Europe. 

Travel 12,000 Miles 

Traveling a distance of 12.000 
miles in Europe, the Pricks saw a 
great number of oddities, . among 
them— Holland, where 3 1-2 million 
of the eight million people ride 
bicycles, each of which must be 
registered similar to our motor 
cars. ' 

Dogs are to be found almost 
throughout the whole of Europe, in 
trains, hotels, and even in the d 
partment stores. Larger dogs are 
often used for work purposes and 
replace horses and trucks which are 
being used by the army. * In Bel-

In Brussels the students pay a

Of 
course, there is a catch to It, the 
hotels do not furnish soap for 
baths, so no towels are needed. 
Then too. if one wants a bath he 
has to pay another extra fee. No, 
it doesn't pay to be clean; it costs 
to be clean.

Serving K-State With 

A Model 1871 Hospital 

Kansas State's antique hospital still 
stands "jittering" beneath the pines, the 
oldest building on the campus. Built some- 
time before 1871. it continues to jump up 
and down in perfect rhythm to the throb- 
bing of huge dynamos in the nearby power 
plant. 

The hospital, when remodeled in 1919, 
was valued at $6,500. Compare it with the 
horse barn. It cost $25,000. Compare it 
with the cow barn. It cost $45,000. Com- 
pare it with the modern veterinary hos- 
pital where sick animals are cared for. It 
cost $118,000. 

Under present copdltions the Infirmary 
can accommodate a maximum of B0 per- 
sons. What would happen if 10^ of the 
student body needed medical attention at 
one time? Would it he necessary to use 
part of Nichols gymnasium again? 

In order to remedy this deplorable situ- 
ation and give 3800 students a hospital as 
good or better than the one provided for 
animals, it Is necessary for the executive

The present crisis in Europe has given 
tongue to a gratifying and thoroughly un- 
derstandable opinion among college stu- 
dents. In the past two weeks we have not 
heard a single assertion of willingness on 
the part of any individual to go overseas to 
fight, no matter how severe the provoca- 
tion. 

Of course, there Is that old saw about 
fighting willingly to defend the native 
shores and so on, but that is far fetched 
enough at the present time to render It un- 
worthy of discussion. What is worthy of 
comment is the absolute absence of any 
war hysteria among the college students 
here, a group considered by outsiders as 
among the first to react violently in all 
situations. 

Many stoutfully maintain their unwill- 
ingness to enter a foreign conflict no mat- 
ter the cause or the damage done American 
property; such an attitude Is commendable 
but hardly wise, for a few months of propa- 
ganda if the present hot bed does erupt into 
a far flung war, and all resolutions will be 
forgotten in the hue and cry of outraged 
Americans. 

Nevertheless, a more wide awake group 
of young people surveys the impending 
storm on the horizon than some twenty odd 
yearB ago. A group of young people happy 
in the knowledge that we have the best 
known insurance against war, thousands 
of miles of water and billions of dollars 
due us on debts from the last war.

Kansas State, there are T88 home 
economics students, 701 ags and 341 
taking the veterinary medicine 
course. 

Sixty -Three More Students 

The official tabulation discloses 
that there are 83 more students en- 
rolled than In the fall semester of 
last yaar. A year ago there were 
1.098 taking general science; 1,079 
taking engineering; 737 taking home 
economics; 8S0 agricultural stu- 
dents; and 371 veterinary students. 

This year the freshmen again 
have the largest class enrolment 
with 1.257. They are followed in 
order by the sophomores, 977; jun- 
iors, 800; seniors.

For those newcomers who have little or 
no financial support, It Is to be a hard Jour- 
ney but worth the experience if carried on 
through to a degree. The student who car- 
ries on under handicaps of penurlousness 
and Its attendant discouragements will 
have earned an immeasurable adjunct to 
his character, besides being benefited by an 
early shattering of vainglorious aspira- 
tions and pipe dreams of life beyond prep- 
aratory school. Many things will threaten 
to stymie his progress. We would suggest 
an advisory committee of senior students 
who have plugged their way through four 
strenuous years to advise incoming boys 
and girU. Invaluable assistance could be 
given to these hopefuls. They could be 
warned against false promisee and advised 
where best to gun for assistance in each 
particular case. 

Entirely too many students come to A. 
and M. college laboring under the delusion 
that this institution is some sort of haven 
for the underprivileged. It Is a pleasant 
commentary that the school has earned 
such a reputation. But there is Badness in 
the occasional shattering of individual 
hopes that comes from an Ignorance of the 
true situation. There must be a limit to all 
things, good and bad. Only a percentage of 
a B plrants for student labor will be granted 
assistance next year. Those who possess 
the stamina, the clear perspective and the 
deteimination will stick K out over his 
less persistent brother.— The Daily O'Col-

The main object of the trip of the 
athletes was the international duel 
between United States and Ger- 
many, In this meet all regular 
Olympic events excsDt the mara- 
iecathalon and the 50000 
walk were held. In a total 
of twenty events the States were 
able to capture firsts In fourteen. 
This included all of the trask events 
except the 800 meter dash. The field 
events the Americans won were the 
high Jump, the pole vault, and the 
shot. This left Germany winner In 
only six events, the 800 meter, the 
broad Jump. Javelin, hammer, hop- 
step-jump and the dlscm. The 
final soore of this meet, using a 
flve-three-lwo-one system of scor- 
ing, was United States 122. Ger- 
many 92. 

Clow Meet In Germany 
This meet was held in the Olym- 
pic stadium built in Germany for 
the 1836 Olympics, and conditions 
tor having a track meet. Mr. Hay- 
lett reports, were as close to ideal as 
humanly possible. On the first 
day of the meet only about 70.000 
people were in attendance, but the 
last day a crowd of over 90.000 
persons were In the huge stadium. 
One of the outstanding facts of the 
whole trio was the wonderful 
sportsmanship shown the American 
team by the crowd. There was 
cheering all th? time and nsver any 
typical American booing. 

Two davs after this meet Mr. 
Bruce and his groun of men sailed 
for America, while Coach Anderson 
left for Sweden to visit his parents. 
Coaches B run sen and Cunningham 
took eight of the remaining athletes 
to participate in meets in Dresden.

Add Susceptibility Tests 
To Regular Examinations 



+ + + 
Maybe I'm Wrong

A group of susceptibility tests will 
be offered for the first time this 
fall as a routine addition to the 
regular entrance physical examina- 
tion, hospital authorities announced 
today. The plan, which will affect 
about 1350 new students, wlU go In- 
to effect Monday, October 10, when 
the first tests are made at the stu- 
dent health service laboratories. 

Beginning today new students 
may obtain their appointments any 
time during dispensary hours. This 
time arrangement Is necessary and 
should be made as soon as possible. 

The examination is composed of 
four separate parts, the Schick test 
for diphtheria, the Dick test for 
scarlet fever, the agglutination test 
for Malta fever, and the Wasser- 
mann test. 

Most important ol the group la 
the test for scarlet fever, 
disease Is the greatest 
trouble maker at Kansas State, In- 
formation revealed will be of parti- 
cular use to the hospital staff. 
Will Immunize 

Students who react positive to the 
Schick and Dick tests later will be 
invited to undergo immunization. 
Those accepting will be re-tested to 
determine whether complete Im- 
munity has been achieved. 

Both the Wasserman and the ag- 
glutination tests will be made from 
- - 



a single blood sample In order to 
avoid Inconvenience to the student. 
Although in the past these tests 
have disclosed a very low incidence 
of infection, they are being contin- 
ued .so that the health department 
may be sure that no case has escap- 
ed its notice. 

The tests, requiring ten or fifteen 
minutes to perform, are being pro- 
vided free of charge to all students. 



Another innovation Is the periodic 
health Invoice program the student 
health service has prepared. This Is 
conducted by appointment only, 
and all appointments should be 
made at least forty-eight hours be- 
fore the actual examination. The 
service is planned especially for, 
but Is not necessarily limited to the 
seniors. Before the first examina- 
tion, a preliminary half hour of 
laboratory work will be undertaken. 
The findings are to be recorded on 
a special eight page booklet in the 
form of a complete case history. 
Following this will come a minute 
head to toe analysis which will oc- 
cupy about an hour. 

According to student health of- 
ficials, the purpose will be three 
Told: to discover correct! Me ail- 
ments, to give the advantages of 
health council, and to help the stu- 
dent form the habit of taking a reg- 
ular health audit.

A Case In 

Race Prejudice 

Donald Ferguson. Atchison Negro, last 
week obtained an alternative writ of man- 
damus seeking to compel the board of re- 
gents to admit him to the University of 
Kansas medical school in Kansas City. The 
writ Is returnable October 10. At that time, 
the hoard must admit Ferguson or show 
why he was not admitted. He charges that 
his grades are good enough to admit him 
and that he has been refused admittance as 
a Negro. 

It is unthinkable that such conditions 
fill on hi exist in Kansas, supposedly one of 
the liberal states of "free and equal" Amer- 
ica. 

Negroes are citizens. They pay taxes. 
They must have doctors. Why should one 
whose grades have been good be denied 
the training which would fit him to aid his 
fellow men? 

Citizens of Kansas should demand that 
Ferguson be given a fair chance to pursue 
his training. The first to make this demand 
to the board of regents should be the col- 
l»>ge students. We cannot be proud of an 
educational system which does not recog- 
nize woi Id brotherhood.

The changes and new ammend- 
nvants were formulated by a consti- 
tutional committee appointed by 
the Collegian last rail. The changes 
were recommended to the student 
council this year and were unani- 
mously approved by that group af- 
ter slight changes were made. As 
provided by the constitution the 
student council is requiring a vote 
by the association on these 
ments which the council 
proved.

Howard Llebcngood, chairman of 
the constitutional committee, will 
present the proposed changes and 
explain them In detail, giving the 
reasons for wording them as they 
are. He Will be introduced by Dick 
Wherry, president of the student 
council, who will be In charge at the 
assembly. 

One of the changes states that 
it'lie student council shall consist 
of nine members, each division hav- 
ing that proportion of members 
which its enrolment bears to the 
total enrolment of the SGA. A 
new election method entitles each 
student nine votes but any division 
can have only that proportion to 
which it Is entitled. This rule makes 
possible the election of a student In 
one division receiving leas votes 
than an unsuccessful candidate In 
another division because toe latter 
was beaten by enough students In 
his division to fill th.at division's 
quota. 

The committee's proposals as ap- 
proved by the student council are 
aimed at better student government 
by fairer representation, improved 
election methods, and more student 
voice In the campus government. 

Other subjects taken up in the 
changes are more clearly defined 
election rules and methods of legis- 
lation, meetings of the SGA, early 
meetings or the newly elected stu- 
dent council and provisions design- 
ed to speed and make more effec- 
tive legislation of the council to 
connection with approval by the 
faculty committee on student af- 
fairs. 



As provided by the

Student Government 

Kansas State Btudents will affix either 
their approval or disapproval to the ten 
proposed SGA constitution changes In as- 
sembly this morning. The meeting Is the 
final step in the revision of the rules and 
regulations by which the Student Govern- 
ing association electB its officers, and un- 
der which the officers direct the affairs 
of the students. The movement received 
Its impetus when the Collegian appointed 
a constitution committee during the pafit 
school year. The findings of the commit- 
tee are to be presented to the students to 
ascertain their fitness. If two-thirds of 
the SGA members present at the assembly 
signify approval the revisions go Into ef- 
fect. 

There Is little need to elaborate on the 
constitution alterations. For the past two 
Issues, in accordance with regulations, they 
have been published in the Collegian for 
the information of the student body. There 
Is a great need, however, to stress the im- 
portance of the proposals and their im- 
mediate effect on student government at 
Kansas State. 

Of primary importance Is section five 
of article five, explaining the number of 



candidates to be elected to the student 
council and how it shall be done. The 
membership of the council has been In- 
creased to nine, primarily to relieve in- 
dividual members of the burden the activ- 
ity entails, and to allow more equal rep- 
resentation among the divisions. 

As explained in another provision, the 
members of the council are to be appor- 
tioned among the divisions in accordance 
with the relative enrolment of the di- 
vision to the Student Governing associa- 
tion. 

The efforts of the constitutional com- 
mittee, the approval accorded their find- 
ings by the present council, and the ob- 
vious need of a more detailed method of 
student government at Kansas State should 
bring the necessary two thirds acclama- 
tion at the constitution assembly at 11 

o'clock this morning. E. C.

These days are crucial days. Cru- 
cial, not only to ede and coeds who deco- 
rate the scenery of this campus, but crucial 
also for that very scenery. 

It is the grass so carefully nurtured 
by the horticulture department to which 
we refer. Growing hair on a bald man's 
head is a simple task compared to grow- 
ing grass on K-State hill, and fervent 
prayers should be said for the success of 
the hort department's daring venture. 

But prayers are not the only way that 
State students can help the department in 
its undertaking. One of the greatest con- 
tributions would be merely to "keep off 
that grass." 

Bare patches of earth showing around 
the junction of every walk and zig-zag 
scars across otherwise unbroken aremsi 
of grass certainly don't improve the looks 
of the campus — and add little t othe trans- 
portation efficiency of the same. A few 
additional steps on the part of hasty stu- 
dents would immeasurably aid the situa- 
tion. 

Engineers cutting across the corner 
just southeast of their building are leav- 
ing ugly scars in an otherwise unbroken 
turf. Students going to the cafeteria from 
the Vat tier street entrance are actually 
cutting into newly-seeded ground. Other 
instances of carelessness can be observed 
at nearly every corner. 

But It isn't beauty alone that Is at 
stake In this matter. The cost of keeping 
up the campus grass runs nearly $6,000 
a year— much of it is spent in replacing 
turf killed by students bent on saving a 
second.

Ruth Haines Tells Of 
Summer In Europe 



The latest dispatches from Ger- 
many and England not only have 
especial significance these days for 
Kansas State students but also for 
Ruth Haines, YWCA secretary, who 
spent last summer In Europe. Both 
in London and Berlin she was with 
the Sherwood Eddy seminar group 
which conferred with the leaders in 
national life of both countries. 

Mt*s Haines said Americans are 
constantly misjudging the German 
people. They are not as some sus- 
pect, a hard, cold, war-like people. 
In reality they are much more 
friendly than either the English or 
French. They are at heart a peace- 
loving people even though they can 
and have been led astray by un- 
true propaganda. 

Miss Haines spent 19 days in 
Germany, five days with the Eddy 
seminar group and the rest of the 
time seeing the country and visit- 
ing relatives of Janet Samuel, Kan- 
sas State graduate of '37, who Is 
now studying in Paris. While with 
the Eddy group, she heard the 
woman who heads the Women's 
Education work In Germany, an of- 
ficer of the Nasi party, two profes- 
sors of the University or Berlin, one 
of whom was forced to resign be- 
cause he taught a liberal 
theology.

Lord Cecil assured them the 
League of Nations was not dead and 
that he expected that in the future 
the League would again assume Its 
rightful position in the affairs of 
the world. 

Miss Haines attended another tea 
at the House of Parllment, as the 
guest of Lord Attley, leader of His 
opposition.

These 
conferences, which are arranged by 
Eddy, are addressed by the most 
important men or Europe; and the 
Eddy party itself makes a tour of 
the principle countries of Europe. 

Attending the American seminar 
at Toynbee Hall in London, she 
heard many destiny-shaping per- 
sonalities: such as Lord Halifax, 
English Foreign Secretary who re- 
placed Anthony Eden; Halle Selas- 
sie, ex-emperor of Ethiopia; Henry 
Prultt, head of the Communist 
party In England; O. D. H. Cole of 
Oxford university; Lord Cranborn. 
member of the English cabinet who 
resigned with Anthony Eden; Lord 
Lothian, head of the pro- fascist 
group In England; J. j. Mallon, 
warden of Toynbee hall; Dr. C. H. 
Oooch, historian to the Crown; and 
Sir Arthur Salter. 

Halifax Wanta Price 
Miss Haines quoted Lord Halifax 
as saying "The people or England 
have the desire to make almost any 
sacrifice to keep the peace of the 
ipressed every one of 
with his sincerity and 
to the purpose of peace. 
Probably the most impressive 
statement to those of us from the 
United States, according to Ruth 
Haines, was made by Sir Arthur 
Salter who said, "The people of

From her observations on the trip, 
Miss Haines made these random 
statements: Hitler didn't expect to 
get Austria as easily as he did. Hen- 
Hitler seemed to not only be drunk 
on power but is an eccentric. 

He forbids the women of Ger- 
many to wear any kind or face pow- 
der or make-up. Germany Is not 
economically equipped to fight a 
war of any length. Since the ansch- 
luss with Austria the nation as a 
whole has been about 60 
per cent self-sufficient. 
Germany lacks oil which is neces- 
sary to carry on a modern war. 
Germany and Austria had a drouth 
this year and so there is a marked 
shortage and food stuffs. The 
Oerman people have been made to 
think that they are in constant 
danger of invasion by some foreign 
power. So they naturally are always 
keyed up to the spirit of fighting 
The people of no nation want war.

Thorough periodic health 
nations as a routine matter are now 
offered to all students for the first 
time in the history of Kansas State. 

the beginning of 
health examinations 
which have never been possible due 
to the lack of an adequate setup. 

A small office has been equipped 
for the necessary Interviewing, and 
findings on each student are enter- 
ed on an eight-page printed form. 
Each physical examination requires 
at least an hour and for this rea- 
son only thirty can be completed 
each week. Four exams are given 
Mondays, six Tuesdays through 
Fridays, and two are scheduled for 
Saturdays. 

The first opportunity to have 
these comprehensive examinations 
will be offered to seniors, according 
to Dr. M- W. Husband, head of the 
student health department. He ex- 
plained that students of other clas- 
ses may be taken if they are suf 
fertng from 
Four 

In addition to the periodic ex- 
aminations the four part laboratory 
series, offered to the 1350 students 
matriculating here for the first 
tune, began Monday. In this series 
Is included the Schick test for sus- 
ceptibility to dlptheria, the: Dick 
test for scarlet fever susceptibility, 
the agglutination test for undulant 
fever, and the Wassermann test for 
syphilis. About 100 students may 
be handled each week for these 
laboratory tests. 

"In the examinations given the 
first week of school we made the 
urinalysis, gave the smallpox vacci- 
nation and the test for tuberculosis. 
That's about all a student can con- 
veniently take at one time, so we 
postponed the rest until this 
month." Doctor Husband stated. 

Taking these tests Is voluntary on 
the part of the student. No charge

Danger of Proselyting 
In the Training Table? 

With the recent adoption of the ath- 
letics ' training table" by officials of the 
Htg Six conference, comes a charge from 



some quarters that the plan will Increase 
the danger of easy commercialization and 
proselyting of athletes. Criticism of toe 
training table as a means of proselyting 
caused it to be ruled out by the old Mis- 
souri Valley conference more than 10 
years ago. 

But conditions under the present plan 
are different than they were back in the 
second decade of the century. Then foot- 
ball players took all three dally meals at 
the table. In theory, they paid the nor- 
mal price for board and the colleges added 
something to the fund so that the athletes 
might have a little better than average 
board. It was fairly easy for well-mean- 
ing friends of the Bchool and alumni — and 
the colleges— to help the boy pay hi& board 
bill by adding to the fund they paid. 

The 1938 plan Is to have only the eve- 
ning meal served at the training table. 
The school pays the entire bill. Since 
athletes pav nothing toward their evening 
meals, no school can offer a prospective 
athlete any more than the next by adding 
a few dollars toward paying his board. 

The idea behind the plan is to provide 
football players (and the table will not 
he adopted by other sports) with a good, 
well-balanced meat after two or three 
hours on the practice Held. They need 
not wander home to the icebox for left- 
overs after everyone else's 6 o'clock din- 
ner is finished. 

We can't see any danger in the train- 
ing table, as it is now instituted in the 
Big Six. Instead, we believe it is a dis- 
tinct boon to healthful, clean college ath- 
letiCB.

In charge. Interment was at 
Sunset cemetery. 

Dean Durham, who had been in ill 
health since his resignation Irom 
the college faculty here in 1B37. 
Saturday at the age ol S3 at 
home at 730 Osage. Immediate 
of death was attributed to a 
bra I hemorrhage. 
Having been a member of the 
faculty for 22 years. Dean Durham 
had association* with many students 
in the division of agriculture. A 
graduate of Kansas State Teachers 
College of Emporia in 1801. he re-

"Half the young women and 90 per cent 
of the young men in the United States are 
not fit to marry." At least they aren't when 
considered from the standpoint of what 
they know about making a home, according 
to Dr. Robert G. Foster of the Merill-Palm- 
er Family Study school of Detroit, Mich. 
Foster made this statement to a convention 
in Washington, D. C, last week. 

Over in Calvin hall a group of students, 
yes, mostly girls, but some men too, meet 
twice a week to study problems of manag- 
ing the home and developing successful 
families. The course gives two hours credit 
and is open to students of all divisions. The 
text Includes chapters on when and whom 
not to marry, finding a mate, divorce, par- 
ents and babies, eugenics, sexual adjust- 
ment before marriage, past and present 
sexual behavior, and family counselling. 

Since it is a fact that more than 85 per 
cent of the adult population is married be- 
fore the age of 30, ft would seem to us that 
it would be foolish to pass up such evident- 
ly necessary education during the transi- 
tion stage of college life. 

Much has been written in the magazines 
of the nation concerning the instigation of 
courses such as the home economics divi- 
sion Is conducting on this, campus. With 
the broadening and advancement of such 
courses in this institution, Kansas State 
takes another step towards progressive 
education.

Honorary and professional organiiations 
on the Kansas State campus might profit 
highly from the advice parceled out at a 
recent meeting of the National Association 
of Deans of Men at Madison, Wis At the 
meeting, Dean Joseph A. Park of Ohio 
State condemned high initiation fees 
charged by most organizations. 

Disregarding those organizations which 
obviously have established too high admit- 
tance fees, it Is yet equally plain to see that 
many groups are not worthy of their name 
or the time they take from the student 
members. Kansas State has long been the 
home of honorary and professional fra- 
ternities and sororities of questionable 
worth. According to school authorities 
"every organization to be justified must do 
tome constructive work." Undoubtedly there 
are many on the campus not justified. 

The committee reporting on such feeB at 
tbe convention handed down the following 
decree: "Any society in any field charging 
more than $15 initiation fee will have to 
demonstrate an unusual return to the stu- 
dent before being endorsed by the commit- 
tee." 

Naturally there are worthy societies 
among the approximately 80 organizations 
on this campus. A small but efficient group 
of honorary and professional fraternities 
and sororities, with reasonable Initiation 
fees, could do far more for their members 
and the college than is accomplished under 
the present set-up. In addition, the honor 



Are College Graduate* 
Prepared to Assume It? 

If you were to select any one group of 
people as the body most likely fit to carry 
On its share In a representative govern- 
ment, whom would you select? College 
graduates? Of course. You would expect 
them to know more than the average per- 
son of the theories of government, of cur- 
rent events and of worldly affairs. But give 
a news quiz to college "students" and the 
same quiz to the average run of business- 
men and townspeople. The collegians will 
be outshone like the sun outshines a cig- 
arette lighter. 

Our democratic government depends for 
its continuance upon peace, education, re- 
spect for people and a high standard of 
living. Accepting the theory that education 
is necessary for self-government, let us ex- 
amine a typical situation in our colleges. 

Most collegians receive the ballot and 
their sheepskin almost simultaneously, and 
it Is well if .they can handle both. But, It is 
not a single ballot for which the graduate 
is responsible. His education gives him an 
influence on others so that he controls the 
votes of many who can not hope to under- 
stand the Increasingly complicated Issues of 
government. Even though he misses a jit- 
terbug session or two, the college student 
Should prepare to assume his important 
dtlty of political leadership. . — R.K.

A New Deal For 

K-State Voters 

Today, for the first time in history, Kan- 
sas State politics will see a primary elec- 
tion. At last a sincere attempt is being 
made to present a ticket at the final elec- 
tions that wilt be representative of the stu- 
dent body on this campus. 

The step taken this week recalls the 
change in nominating methods made by 
the state of Kansas some years back. Years 
ago nominations were made in party con- 
ventions, where the political big-wigs could 
dictate the selections. Now, party primaries 
are conducted in the state of Kansas; the 
voters themselves do the selecting. 

The situation on this campus has been 
comparable to the old-time method used 
before state primaries. Formerly our can- 
didates for claBs officers have been chosen 
by a select few, Panhellenic and independ- 
ent alike, and then stufred down the 
throats of the rest of the student body. 

But now this condition is remedied — in 
part. At least one political organization is 
willing to put the selection of candidates 
up to the students themselves. 

And It Isn't only the students belonging 
to its own clique that are eligible to vote in

The Orientals took a featured 
spot this week as Japan launched 
an attack on the Chine* at Can- 
ton In the South. The modem 
Japanese army was advancing to- 
ward Canton, with a "mosquito 
fleet" of sixty armed motorboaU 
chugging through the shallow river 
backwashes to assist in the final 
attack. Chinese prepared to lay 
waste the city if defeat appeared 
evident. 

The persuasion of bullets Is also 
being used by Great Britain In the 
suppression of the Arab- Jewish 
civil war in ancient Palestine. 
Britain moved In twenty thousand 
troops last week to quell the ma- 
rauding Arabs. Monday night 
Arabian snipers and bomb throw- 
ers added to the toll of 800 lives 
lost In the last twelve weeks. The 
Arabs stood pat against British 
plans and demanded that no more 
Jews be admitted to Palestine, that 
It be made into a national inde- 
pendent state for Arabs, and the,* 
Britain give up her mandate. Bri- 
tain ignored the demands, took 
Jerusalem Wednesday night and 
established order. 

But in Europe, where the song of 
war conned the hit parade for many 
weeks, the nations have confined 
their military action to building 
greater defenses and treaty nego-

should be settled soon because 
Hitler has proposed a treaty 
with Hungary supporting tbe 
tatter's claims in Czechoslova 
Ma in exchange for increased 
rights for 600.000 Germans In 
Hungary. 

And Hitler has also advanced 
terms for a treaty with the an- 
cient enemy. Prance, and nego 
1 1st Ions are taking place in Ber- 
lin and Paris. The Fuehrer's 
terms—Prance agrees to a su- 
perior German air force; Ger- 
many is given a free hand in 
Central' and Eastern Europe; 
France renounces the Pranco- 
Hussian treaty; two foreign 
regions wrested from Oermany 
after the World War returned 
to the Belch— and for all this. 
Hitler guarantees all French 
frontiers against German in- 
vasion. The treaty Is far from 
signed, however. 

President Roosevelt has pro 
posed a billion dollar rearmament 
program for TJ 8 security which Is 
expected to boost industrial spend 
ing, put men to work and cut re- 
lief rolls. General Motors an- 
nounced hiring of 35.000 men with- 
in two weeks with salary cuts re- 
stored. Can these bring pros- 
perity?

So far this season Kansas State 
holds the advantage In the num- 
ber of wins, having toppled Mis- 
souri. 21 to 13; Marquette, 6 to 
and then polishing off Indiana 13 
to 6 on three successive Saturdays. 
The Wildcats dropped their open- 
er to the strong Northwestern team 
by a 21 to score. 
Jayhawkers Win. Lose Decisively 
Kansas started out with a sur- 
prising win over the conceded 
strong Texas team by a 19 to 18 
score. However, the Jayhawkers 
stock dropped when they were 
mauled by Notre Dame. 32 to 0. In 
an action game, mostly fist fights 
between the players, KU took their 
Topeka rival Washburn, by a 58 to 
14 score, 

Kansas lost the opening confer- 
ence game to the title-contending 
Oklahoma squad IS to 0. Last Satur- 
day they traveled to Ames and were 
shriveled up by a strong Iowa State 
team and the cold weather. KU 
finished strong at the last, al- 
though losing 21 to 7. 

And so, as It's Homecoming for 
K- State grads Saturday, the two 
schools will be meeting for the 35th 
game In the scries that started in 
J 902 when KU won 18 to 0.

To Receive All- American Rating — 
Number of Pacemakers Unknown 

Pacemaker! The highest award a college yearbook can 
attain was given the 1938 Royal Purple— the third consecu- 
tive time Kansas State college has received this honor. The 
Yearbook Scorebook, published by the National Scholastic 
Press association which conducts the contest each year, 
was received yesterday. It contains the detailed scores and 
bases for judgment of the books, but there was no informa- 
tion concerning how many .yearbooks rated the superior 
"All-American" or how many were selected as Pacemakers 

•from the All -American 




group. However, there were 
21 '> annuals of first class col- 
leges and universities from 
every part of the United 
States entered in the contest, 
and last year only five Pace- 
makers out of 200 were 
named. 

The Royal Purple was one of the 
four books in the 2500-5000 enrol- 
ment class which rated All -Ameri- 
can From that small group Pace- 
makers are selected. 

"An excellent book," was the 
comment of Fred Ktldow, director 
of the National Scholastic Press as- 
sociation, professor of Journalism at 
the University of Minnesota, and 
one of the yearbook Judges. "It is 
many steps belter than your pre- 
vious Pacemakers. It's always a 
thrill to Judge an 
like this."

ated. While we are still students, valiantly 
struggling to make sense out of courses, 
credits, and curriculums, we are sure that 
college spirit is dead. 

On second thouglil, however, we wonder 
if undergraduates don't take a too bilious 
view of the present state of affairs. These 
are magnificent days on the campus. The 
maple by the science building has turned to 
yellow, the sumac by the tennis courts is a 
flaming red. the ducks on the pond have 
grown fat and lazy over the summer, and 
a heavy, nostalgic haze hangs on the air.

A Word to the Wise- 
Hands Off the Banners 

With the approaching Homecoming 
weekend the Manhattan Chamber of Com- 
merce will once again unpack the purple 
and white welcome banners that decorate 
the light posts during holidays. Unques- 
tionably such street decorations lend a 
touch of holiday spirit to the town which 
provides for visitors a more pleasant stay 
at Kansas State. 

But the street decorations are proving an 
expensive item to the Manhattan business 
men financing them. Already more than 
$1100 of the new street ornaments have been 
either destroyed or stolen. Ruck loss will 
mean an end to street decorations if it 
doesn't stop. 

It is well-known that Kansas State stu- 
dents steal many of the banners — not all of 
them, to be sure, but enough that it hurts. 
It is in the interest of the school itself, as 
well as the city of Manhattan, that they 
are put up. It seems as though students 
would realize that they are injuring their 
school when the banners are destroyed. 

The Chamber of Commerce has been 
forced to offer a i$25 reward for informa- 
tion leading to the arrest of ajiy person 
found with one of the banners In his poses- 
si on.

A great deal of publicity regarding the University of Kansas foot- 
ball team has appeared this week. The Impetus was an Associated 
Press story remarking that Kansas would not be favored to win on 
the basis of season records in the game here tomorrow. In Tuesday s 
University Dally Kansan, appeared a lead editorial explaining the 
failure of the Jayhawker team to make a better showing this fall and 
attacking Coach Adrian Llndsey as mainly responsible.

The Board Approves — 
It's One Step Nearer 

Kansas State college is one Btep nearer 



a student union building. The board of re- 
gents has acted favorably upon the resolu- 
tion to issue bonds and impose a student 
union fee. The measure is now in the hands 
the legislature for final approval. It is 
:lr turn to act at the session convening 
in January. 

With the issuance of bonds, immediate 
construction can be begun. The fee will 
be imposed next fall — providing the legis- 
lature ok's the program. The building may 
possibly be ready for occupancy by the fall 
of 1940. Until then our fight is not finished. 

To the contrary, one of the biggest tasks 
yet to be imdertfckeh in the campaign for a 
student union building, remains to be 
achieved. The legislature must be prodded 
into action upon convening next January. 
They have a way of shelving recommenda- 
tions, even those made by the board of re- 
gents, for more "important" business. 

They shelved the board's recommenda- 
tion for a new physical science building for 
three long years before acting. They have 
shelved other recommendations for even a 
longer period. 

It is up to us, as students, to see to It that 
the legislature doeR not forget this time- 
to see to it that this recommendation does 
not become moth-eaten waiting for legis- 
lative approval. We can do that by personal 
contact with our own legislators., By writ- 
ing our representatives and senators in To- 
peka we can impress the need for such a 
building upon their minds. Final action on 
the physical science building came about 
only after students had prodded the leg- 
islature out of inactivity. 

Kansas State college has a good chance 
of getting a long awaited and long needed 
building. It has a good chance of getting a 
place where varsities will no longer be ath- 
letic contests, a place that Btudents can call 
their own, a place whose paramount pur- 
pose will be to cater to students. 

We have a good chance of getting: such 
a place, but we don't have it yet. It's up to 
the legislature now — and lo lis. R.F 



Perhaps The Fights 
Will Be Missing 

The eleventh hour Is here. In three days 
several thousand students will jam Ander- 
son hall in an effort either to vote or in- 
fluence someone else in voting. Unfortun- 
ate circumstances prohibit an election with 
plenty of room for everyone but action by 
the student councils of the past two years 
has immensely relieved the situation.

The noise and excitement 
fends to draw many from their customary 
disinterest and goad them Into casting 
their ballot. Thus representative govern- 
ment is coming nearer every year. 

A fly in the ointment is the student who 
thinki Mb, and only his, candidate has the 
privilege of displaying his posters or plac- 
ards in Anderson. Through action of the 
student council, this year may be featured 
by an election without the customary riots 
and fletflghts which furnish a distasteful 
sideshow to the main event. The council is 
to be commended in their effortB to conduct 
S safe and sane election. -E.C.

The apples are carefully sort- 
ed, then washed In running water 
to remove .spray residue. Next ttiey 
arc around up In a machine which 
allows them to fall on a burlap-like 
cloth When this cloth is filled to 
its capacity an operator folds the 
cloth Irom all four sides so that 
they overlap. Each cloth Is called a 
"cheese." As soon as 5 checres are 
ready, a machine under several 
hundred pounds pressure Is put to 
work. Each cheese Is placed between 
boards with ample silts and holes 
through which the juice drains. The 
pulp left resembles ground cork and 
& called pumice. It is fed to live- 
stock. The juice drains through 
cloths and eventually into a barrel.

Secret Works 
Says Danf orth 



Ags Hear Speaker Tell of 
Philosophy of Life 

"My secret of life is to have a 
good physical body, an alert mind, 
a winning personality and religion, 
I know It works because I've tried 
It," declared William H. Danforth, 
founder of the Danforth foundation 
and head of the Ralston Purina 
company of St. Louis, in his ag 
seminar talk given in Recreation 
canter yesterday afternoon. 

Danforth demonstrated how he 
keeps physically fit by going 
through some sltting-up exercises. 
Another way is to eat whatever fa 
set before a person; it fa also a 
good way to be happily married, 
Danforth said. 

Sponsor Fellowships 

The Danforth foundation spon- 
sors summer fellowships for rural 
young people in order that the win- 
ners may be able to attend schools 
In rural leadership and summer 
recreational camps. Sixteen stu- 
dents now attending Kansas State 
have enjoyed the benefits of the 
fellowships, 

"Soul erosion needs as much at- 
tention as soli erosion," said the 
man who has made such a success 
of his life that he is glad of an 
opportunity to pass along any In- 
formation the 
helpful. 

As he neared the finish or his 
talk to more than 300 assembled ag 
students. Danforth stressed one re- 
maining major point of his life's 
philosophy. "I believe the secret of 
success lies in faith, action and 
enthusiasm," he said. 



With the echo of praises 
still ringing in his ears and a 
$500 check in his pocket, 
Don Sharp, junior commerce 
student, returned to the 
Kansas State campus this 
morning from Washington;

After much hard 
work and preparation, he entered 
the Kansas Native Sons and Daugh- 
ters Oratorical contest at Topeka 
and won that. 

Later, Doctor Hill took him to 
Texas for the Missouri Valley ora- 
torical meet. This fa one of the most 
difficult oratorical contests In the 
country and Kansas State had not 
won it in several years. However, 
by reason of the hard work on the 
part of all, his batting average still 
held up and he took first place. 
Later In Demand 

After winning these honors, he 
was In demand to give his orations 
and this, along with his work to put 
himself through school, gave him 
little time for social activities, so 
the campus has not seen much of 
him. 

According to Sharp's associates 
he fa a fellow with a ready wit and 
pleasant personality. He fa a hard 
worker, a good student and has 
more general knowledge than the 
student his professors say.

A Way To Save Money 
On Books and SuDoIie* 

■ 

; Kansas State college students could save 
. themselves a great deal of money by oper- 
| ating a student-owned cooperative book 



Students now pay book stores a com 
mission of 10 per cent for selling second 
hand books. Faculty members, it is well 
known, are given a reduction of 10 to 20 
per cent on any books they purchase di- 
rect from publishing houses, and these 
houses, we are sure, lone no money even 
when allowing the large discount. 

Through a cooperative bor-k store, all the 
commission above the actual expenses 
would be returned to the members as a 
savings-return. 

The plan of student-owned cooperatives 
Is no longer mere theory. It is working in 
many schools. Kansas State is definitely 
behind the times in not having attempted 
some form of student cooperative book- 
store. 

One Activity A Year 
Is Not Justification 

* "One or two big blows during the year — 
that's about all they exiBt for." uf the opin- 
ion of Dr. A. A. Holtz, dean of men, con- 
cerning many of the 80 "honorary" or- 
ganizations on the Kansas State campus. 
"There's not much excuse for many of them 
existing at all," Doctor Holtz continued, 
"In fact 1 believe the campus would prob- 
ably be better off without so many honor- 
ary organizations." 

Doctor Holtz merely has expressed, here, 
the belief that is becoming pronounced 
among the students of this campus. More 
and more they are coming to see the folly 
of running from one meeting tq another, 
from one society to another, without get- 
ting any real benefit from any of them-. 

Organizations, even when they have a 
worthy reason for existence, lose their 
worth when their members no longer have 
the time to devote to them. Effort con- 
centrated in one organization is effort 
which will bring dividends; but effort 
scattered among a half a dozen organiza- 
tions will bring only the hectic, disorga- 
nized muddle that* is. so characteristic of a 
college student's life. 

"It looks to me as though students are 
swinging away from the idea of joining 
everything that comes along," continued 
Doctor Holtz. "I believe a good many or- 
ganizations are going to have to justify 
their existence to the students in order to 
exist for many more years." 

That's going to be a hard job for a good 
many campus societies — justifying their 
existence. Merely getting together for an 
occasional smoker would certainly be no 
reason for their existence. Nor is conduct- 
ing one campaign after another to raise 
money to exist until the next year a good 
reason for their existence. 

To devise a practical means of cutting 
down the number of deadwood organiza- 
tions is a job that has not yet been done. 
Methods for regulating the number of so- 
cieties to which each student can- belong 
have riot proven satisfactory in most cases. 
The ability .of every person to carry outside 
activities is a matter that varies with the 
individual. 

Time, however, may hold a solution. 
Perhaps the useless organizations will be 
weeded out as students come to realize the 
nuisance that such societies are. Perhaps 
studentB will someday forget about jangling 
keys and turn their attention toward the 
real purpo&e behind those keys.

The college finally was forced to 
close its doors entirely. All the 
students, with the exception of 
those In the SATC who bad to con- 
tinue drilling In spite of the danger, 
went home for a week— a week that 
soon stretched into two, three, four, 
and finally five. Classes were held 
only twelve weeks that first se- 
mester in 1918. 

Armistice At Last 

Finally school was ordered to re- 
open. Students boarded trains the 
night before classes were to take up. 
or early that morning for their 
Journey back to Manhattan. 

Time came for classes to reopen, 
but still none were held. Why? Be- 
cause with It all had come news, 
great news — the best news that had 
ever come to this campus. The 
date was November 11, 1918. 

Impromptu parades formed In 
front of Anderson hall and marched 
through the streets of Aggieville. 
Effigies of Kaiser BUI were burned 
and buried tn the city park, stu- 
dents went delirious. Restrictions 
were forgotten. The maddest, wild- 
est, most Joyous demonstration In 
history went rampant all that day— 
and far Into tbe night. The war was 
over— the Armistice signed— It was 
all overt They thanked God that 
life could once again resume the 
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K-Htate

The land grant colleges and uni- 
versities are the institutions that 
were granted* land under the Morrill 
act In 1162. This act referred to "an 
Mt donating public land to several 
states and territories which may 
provide colleges for the benefits of 
agriculture and the mechanic arte." 
This act was brought up twice In 
congress before It was finally ac- 
cepted President Lincoln signed it. 
\ This gave each state lands to the 
4_ amount of 30,000 acres for each sen-

What Strange Power 
These Words Have 

For some unexplained reason, the wordB 
"communism, and fascism" seem to throw a 
scare into the American public and our 
legislators to the extent that Investigations 
Into corresponding activity are quite fre- 
quent. The recent- probe into communistic 
and fascist activities at the University of 
Kansas has been the latest to grace the 
pages of our newspapers. 

The board of regents, the level headed 
group that they are, returned a calm, un- 
perturbed report revealing that Buch ac- 
tivity, while present on the K. U. campus, 
Is found In no greater amounts than in 
other large universities. And for clear 
thinking Americans, this is neither a great 
surprise nor a disappointment. 

American universities are primarily a 
proving ground for all types of government* 
In that history, American government and 
other social science courses trace the trends 
Of government from Cyrus to Hitler. Is it 
a crime then that academic students might 
compare previous rulers and rules with 
our present day system? Is it surprising 
then that many of the students become lib- 
eral minded and think along certain trendB 
contrary to those we are now pursuing? 

To suppress such thoughts, such beliefs, 
would be contrary to the very principles 
upon which our own great nation was 
founded, l^et us not be alarmed, perhapB 
such obverse beliefs and opposition make 
us realize the merits of our own great con- 
stitution. 

Opposition in a democracy is always a 
good thing. It prompts those In power to 
put forth their best efforts in making the 
respective acl ministrations better than its 
predecessor. In some countries such a thing 
as opposition is highly desired as In- Great 
Britain with "His Majesty's Opposition." 



Perhaps even here on our campus there 
are* those who wander from the well beaten 
path. But they do not call themselves com- 
munists nor fascists, just liberal minded 
students who like to inspect both sides of 
the question. However, most of ub, upon 
being quizzed on principles of communism 
and fascism, would fail miserably, knowing 
nothing more perhaps, than the respective 
words stand for Stalin and Hitler.

Roll On K-State— The 
People Are Behind You 

A recent editorial in the University 
Dally Kansan explained the decline in en- 
rolment at Kansas university this year as 
"no cause for alarm." The decline was only 
slight, it pointed out, and then went on to 
enumerate various reasons why the de- 
crease might have occurred— a decrease 
that was not duplicated in any other pub- 
lic-supported school in the nation, accord- 
ing to a survey by the New York Times. 

Increased fees for out-of-state students 
was the largest single factor contributing 
to the decrease, the editorial declared. A 
poor Kansas wheat crop and low prices was 
another. As a final reason it maintained 
that the fact that the university opened a 
week later than usual undoubtedly "kept 
away Beveral Impatient students." In fact, 
the Kansan continued, the students of K.U, 
should be proud of their school for showing 
only a .02 per cent loss in enrolment In the 
face of such handicaps. 

No mention was made of the fact that 
Kansas State, suffering every handicap that 
her sister Bchool was, except the late enrol- 
ment period, continued her march toward 
unprecedented enrolment figures. 

Fees at this school were likewise raised 
for out-of-Btate students. Wheat crops and 
prices surely affect the students attending 
Kansas State as much as they do the ones 
at K.U. Surely the week late enrolment 
period was not of great Influence in keep- 
ing students away from the university. 

K.U. 's reasons advanced for the enrol- 
ment slump are no doubt valid ones. The 
university should not be condemned for its 
failure to maintain previous standards- 
such can only be expected under these try- 
ing circumstances. 

But It was no accident that State con- 
tinued its advancement. It haB weathered 
one of the severest tests when its enrol- 
ment stood up In spite of these adversities 
—when it stepped on to new all-time highs. 
The prestige of State Is the greater for it 
all. 

The Kansan 's editorial congratulated its 
school for falling off only .02 per cent and 
declared "Had not the people of Kansas 
rallied behind the university, there would 
have been a greater decrease." 

The figures speak for themselves. Con- 
gratulations K -State — it is you behind 
whom the people of Kansas have rallied.

Dean Margaret II. Justin tn her recent 
speech at the geneval neaaion of the Land 
Grant College conference in Chicago, told 
her audience that professional courses are 
overloading land grant colleges and that 
plans tor the Inclusion of specialised know- 
ledge seem to dominate the college cur- 
riculum. 

It fa her contention that general educa- 
tion alma essentially to produce well- 
rounded Individuals who will be able to 
meet and understand the variety of coim 
mon activities and problems encountered in 
the business of earning a living. In that 
respect we are reminded of Kansas State. 
Our college is a land, grant institution and 
accordingly is obliged to "promote the lib- 
eral and practical education: of the indus- 
trial classes In the several pursuits and 
professions oi life. 

State with Us milling, engineering, veter- 
inary and agricultural couraes does juat 
that tiling but upon inspection of the cur- 
ricula it is. evident that there are no pro- 
visions for what Dean Justin terms courses 
considering pfobleiBB oj human relations. 
Aside from college rhetoric and public 
speaking, students in the above named 
divisions are afforded no opportunities to 
partake in cultural subjects. This perhaps 
la the greatest failing of these divisions. 
And in the words of Dean Justin, a democ- 
racy like ours needs more than technical 
proficiency, vital as that Is. 

Another point that Dean Justin dwells on 
is the teaching procedure in our colleges. 
This factor perhaps strikes home more than 
any other. According to a report of the 
American Association of University Pro- 
fessors, "the purpose of college teaching is 
to induce self-propelled intellectual activity 
on the part of the student." A successful 
teacher will Inspire and guide the learner

Packed Houses Greet 
Speakers as They Lead 
Staters in Religious Studies 

Filling the calendar of 
Kansas State students to the 
brim with the addresses of 
ieven world-famous religious 
leaders, the University 
Christian Mission has offer- 
ed a study of the resources 
of religion for the moral, 
ethical and spiritual needs 
in the modern world during 
the past three days. 

The only way to rid India of Its 
poverty today Is to change the at- 
titude of Its people, according to 
Dr. Sam Higginbottom. president of 
the Allahabad college In India, who 
spoke at the college- assembly yes- 
terday morning. In addition to 
being taught the better methods of 
farming, the people of India must 
be released from their belief In the 
sacredness of animals. 

Graduating from Princeton uni- 
versity in 1903. Doctor Higginbot- 
tom was sent to India as an "un- 
ordained experiment." Later he re- 
turned to America and studied ag- 
riculture at Ohio State university In 
preparation for his agricultural 
work with poverty- 
Churches 
Doctor Higginbottom and the oth- 
er six speakers of the University 
Christian Mission were Introduced 
to Manhattan townspeople and 
students Sunday morning as they 
presented sermons In seven of the 
local churches. All were filled to 
capacity. 

"The great thing at the finish of 
a college course is not the knowledge 
received but the ideals established 
by the student." said E. Stanley 
Jones, noted Christian statesman, at 
the Monday noon student forum In 
recreation center. 

Monday afternoon four seminars 
lead by Dr. Benjamin Mays, Dr. Sam 
Higginbottom, Doctor Jones and 
Grace Sloan Overton were well at- 
tended. 

The whole christian religion in 
relation to society Is hinged upon 
the passage from the Bible, "Inas- 
much as ye do it unto the least of 
these, ye do it unto me," according 
to Doctor Mays in his seminar about 
•Christian Religion In Social Rela- 
tions." He said that many of the 
social problems on this campus could 
be remedied if the students would 
be more sensitive and responsive to 
the needs of mankind

Funeral services for Er- 
nest R. NichoiH, fifth presi- 
dent of Kansas State college, 
were held yesterday after- 
noon in the chapel of the 
Fourth Presbyterian church 
of Chicago. Former president 
Nichols died Saturday at an 
Evanston, 111., hospital after 
a heart attack. 

Apparently recovered from a se- 
vere hip injury of September 12, the 
80-year-old educator was taken .sud- 
denly 111 and died, evidently with 
little suffering and with an alert 
mind to the end. His wife died Oct- 
ober 3 of this year. 

The funeral services yesterday 
wers In charge of Dr. Ray Anderson, 
a Kansas State graduate of 1811 and 
grandson of the second college 
president. Interment was In the 
Grace) a i id cemetery at Chicago. 
Was Great Builder 

Nichols, being one of the most ag- 
gressive presidents In the school's 
15 years history, had a record stud- 
ded with the construction of new 
buildings. He succeeded in staying 
away from partisan politics and is 
largely responsible for the present 
non- partisan management of the 
school, authorlUes believe. 

The ten years he was chief admin- 
istrator of the college were marked 
with the construction of the educa- 
tion hall, college auditorium, dairy 
barn, Denlson hall. Dickens hall. 
Calvin hall, mechanical engineering 
hall, veterinary hall, shop additions, 
sewer system, water system, library 
additions, four cattle barns, boiler 
room addition, granary, engine room 
addition, blacksmith shop addition, 
woodshop addition, and a gas plant. 
Worked Way Up 

Nichols was born at Farmlngton. 
Conn,, and reared on a farm In 
northeastern Iowa, where he receiv- 
ed his elementary education In the 
country schools. He taught In dist- 
rict schools one year and graduated 
from Iowa State normal, receiving 
the degree or bachelor of dladactles 
In 1882. He then became principal of 
Charles City, Iowa, high school In 
1882-83 and superintendent of Nas- 
hu, Iowa, public schools In 1883-84. 
After teaching for several years he 
entered Iowa university, receiving 
the degree bachelor of science in 
18B7 and master of arts in 1880. In 
1887-90 he was assistant professor of 
mathematics in Iowa university. In 
1888 he was married to Miss Mar- 
guerite Ftas of Chicago, also a grad- 
uate of Iowa State normal. 

Doctor J. K. Wlliard, college his- 
torian, u>sued the following state- 
ment yesterday regarding Nichols: 

"E. R. Nichols came to the chair 
uf physics In Kansas State college In 
1890. As a member of the faculty 
he became familiar with all features 
of the Institution and intimately 
acquainted with its personnel. He 
thus acquired knowledge which was 
of the greatest value when in 1890 
he became president." 

A Businessman, Too 

"President Nichols established the 
finances or the college on a sound 
business basis, and for the first 
time in its history maintained a 
balance in the treasury from year 
to year.

Another marleed educational Improve- 
ment can be noted with the announcement 
that Brown university in "Rhode Uland has 
instigated a plan whereby student interest 
in other fields than their chosen profession, 
is encouraged. This Innovation is known as 
"vagabond ing," which is nothing more 
than dropping in to hear lectures and to 
watch laboratory demonstrations in courses 
in which Htudents are not registered. 

President Henry M. Wriston expressed 
his views on the matter when he said, "The 
Individual search for something intellectu- 
ally significant is the essence of the educa- 
tional process." There is some doubt at the 
present time as to whether the student 
would go to the class out of mere curiosity 
or to make a real contribution to his en- 
lightenment, 

Hptc al State we have a similar set-up In- 
volving, however, much more red tape than 
the Brown plan. Permission from a dean 
Is necesnary before a student may "sit in" 
on classes. It is therefore reasonable to be- 
lieve (hat ihis formality is sufficient to re- 
strain many from doing a little "vagabond- 
ing" on their own. 

It is questionable eveu here If curiosity 
or a desire to learn will play the major part 
in attracting students to foreign classes. If 
It its curiosity, such a plan here would not 
he worthwhile and would eventually die be- 
cause of lack of interest. However, among 
nearly <t.ni)li students there should be some 
inieilectimls who would benefit from such 
a plan. 

It would he natural to expect frequent at- 
tendance In courses related to the arts, 
humanities and social studies. History 
courses dealing with the European situa- 
tion, the economic and social development 



of our country and economic courses about 
railways, public utilities and labor prob- 
lems would also attract their share of am- 
bitious students. — F.K.

"For a world of peace the ever 
increasing tide of Fascism and the 
power of Hitler must be stopped. 
And to do this Great Britain and 
the United States must form a mili- 
tary and naval alliance," said May- 
hew, first speaker from Oxford as 
he argued for an alliance between 
the two countries. 

But that was not the feeling of 
the Kansas State debaters as In a 
few minutes Crawford, second 
speaker for Kansas State, stated: 
'■An alliance with Great Britain 
would mean only one thing, the 
added burden to the United States 
In protecting England's far-flung 
empire. This would increase the 
possibility of our getting into an- 
other European war." 

While the question debated was of 
a serious nature the debate spark- 
led with lire as Mayhew in the 
opening speech made use of a 
great deal of English satire and 
humor only to be followed by 
Keogh, an Irishman, rekindling the 
fire of the old English -Irish fued. 
All of this was smoothed out by 
more English humor and American 
satire by Noakes and Crawford. 
"I'd Stick With Him 
After all four speakers had ap- 
peared once Mayhew returned to 
the platform for a short re joiner in 
which he took up Crawford's argu- 
ment that Great Britain could not 
be trusted. In which Crawford men- 
tioned that fact that England still 
owed the United States over S 1-2 
billion dollars. May lie w 
if I had loaned, say Mr. 
18.000. the best way I know of to be 
sure I'd get that money back would 
be to stick very close to Mr. Noakes.

I see little hope of averting war in 
the future." exclaimed Christopher 
Paget Mayhew of Oxford university 
after entering into the debate with 
two Kansas State students on the 
same subject Saturday night. 

Mayhew went ahead to say that 
there are numerous inevitable ways 
that the United States will be drawn 
into war; for example, through our 
Investments abroad, interference 
with our commerce on the high 
seas, or Japan's attempt to over- 
power to the Philippine islands or 
Hawaii. 

An alliance with England would 
create a liberalizing influence on 
our foreign policy, and our strength 
would remove fear. It would create, 
also, an economic background, re- 
moving cause for an economic war. 
Its prime objective would be to 
give us both security, he 
ed. 

Opposed to War 

British young people are strength schooling. A small percentage 



About five percent of tne 
young men might refuse to fight on 
moral grounds, he estimated. 

"We left England a 
unhappy country — Its

lighting effects he explained that 
his primary interest is illumination 
and Its problems.

But Kansas Slate college reads — and in 
gratified. Again the finger of justice points 
to it an a progressive leader. The shouts 
might just as well he: "Catch up with Kan- 
sas Stale college!" 

For pensions to the aged and incapaci- 
tated are ancient stoiles to Kansas State 
college— we've been having them for 75 
years, more or less. Only we're more social- 
ly conscious about the question — we make 
them work for (heir pension. We make 
them teach school. 

Dead wood on the faculty is only too 
well known to students — and surely to the 
administration as well. Ts it that the col- 
lege can't afford to pay a teacher enough 
that we have to resort to bribes to get him 
here? is it that he must have assurances of 
a life-time niche before he is willing to 
come to Kansas State? What's the answer? 

Perhaps the contention will be that there 
is no faculty dead wood. But that argument 
is easily reftih-d. Every employer makes 
mistakes occasionally. It follows that every 
mistake is dead wood until it is fired— we've 
never heard of one fired from the faculty 
of Kansas State. 

Our heart says this editorial should never 
have been written. It says that it is cruet 
to turn faculty members out, even though 
they have proven themselves not interested 
in keeping abreast in their field. There 
would be no place for them to go — some of 
them. They are wheels out of gear with the 
social machine. Some of them have proven 
already they couldn't get along in business, 
or whatever their line be— that is why they 
are here. 

But our mind says our heart is wrong. 
Granted they are cogs out of gear with the 
social machine — true, but why inflict them 
upon youth? Why give them a chance to 
get others out of gear as well? Socletv has 
ways of taking care of those unable to take 
care of themselves. Even though these ways 
are not what they should be

| dispose of out-of-gear cogs 
them on college payrolls. 

This dead wood, to be sure, is surrounded 
by a lot of live wood on our faculty. The 
elimination of every dead stick would prob- 
ably not affect the faculty beyond repair. 
To that live wood this editorial is not 
slanted. It is far from our desire to offend 
that vast majority who do strive to keep 
abreast. 

Nevertheless, education could learn a lot 

from business. It could discard its dead 

wood. — R.F.

Doctor ise believes a class 
struggle between labor and agricul- 
ture Is inevitable unless averted by 
a revival of business activity. Busi- 
ness should, he added, improve dur- 
ing the next few years. 

In the future there will be a 
growing tendency to suppress llber- 
the economist stated.

Why Not 'Traduce 



Mr. Instructor— or Else 

"Hero's a five-year contract — now let's 
see you produce some results." Thus a foot- 
ball coach lands a job. The five, maybe only 
three, years roll around. His record is in- 
spected, If he hasn't produced results, he's 
thrown out— perhaps gently, perhaps ruth- 
lessly, but. never-the-leas, thrown out. 

What a pity, from the coach's angle, that 
his is not the secure position that his 
brother faculty members have. It seems 
they are not obliged to produce results — if 
their pupils don't learn anything the blame 
just rests on the pupils. Once safely landing 
a job on the faculty of most educational in- 
stitutions, at least those 1 (or the one) with 
which we are familiar, an instructor can 
sit back in his chair, twiddle his thumbs 
and let (he world pasB merrily by on its way 
to greater things. 

Oh yes, much can be said for the system 
under which our faculty members hold 
their Jobs. Security, one of the prime mo- 
tives of HTe, is theirs — is theirs unreserved- 
ly. No longer need one worry about keeping 
up in his field for already he knows enough 
to pet by. True, be might get a little ancient 
on his information, but then the students 
will never know the difference — until they 
get out — and then it won't matter anyway 
— riot to many a faculty instructor. Any- 
how, there's nothing ever done if he 
doesn't keep up. 

So long and heartily do coaches condemn 
those factors that have singled them out for 
a lift* so much more miserable than that of 
their brothers. Alumni and student pres- 
sure on athletic departments, as a general 
rule, have made it strictly a question of 
either being a little better than your neigh- 
bor or else not being at ail. It's a hard life 
of competition with a quick settlement in 
case of failure that is the lot of most ath- 
letic coaches. 

But In spite of these obvious hardshfps, 
much can he said for such a system, No 
one can deny but that It has produced bet- 
ter coaches, that is. wherever it has been 
tried. And really all that it has done is to 
introduce the element or competition into 
the coaching profession— winch, after all 
business finds Is absolutely necessary for 
most efficient work. 

But all kidding aside, wouldn't it sound 
sensible for such a plan to be tried out with 
the other faculty members? It looks to us 
as though perhaps a little more fear of se- 
curity might jog a lot of Instructors on this 
hill into a little more conscientious labor 
(0 U8 as though the administration 
might learn a thing or two from experi- 
ence of athletics departments and make 
it required that an instructor produce the

States. One was an American born Japa- 
nese who later went to Japan and to Wa- 
Bedo university: the others were native 
horn and their knowledge of conversational 
English was limited. 

It is not a concealed fact that America's 
attitude toward the aggressive and so- 
called peace disturber, Japan, is a hostile 
one. It is our pacific nature to immediately 
take sides with the underdog and condemn 
the other. It has been advocated here that 
an economic boycott or Japan is justified, 
as well as other measures. Such measures 
are directed toward a government, a na- 
tion, a military group and not toward in- 
dividuals of the nation. 

To get first hand information from loyal 
citizens of Japan, especially that of the edu- 
cated class as was afforded many K-Staters 
over the weekend, was a rare opportunity. 
It was discovered, going on the assumption I 
that the wrestlers represent a good cross ; 
section of their population, that the Japa- 
nese still appear to be the polite, dainty, 
small and peace loving people of the 
Orient, 

America's hostile attitude was not un- 
known to them. In their quaint English 
they said, "We hear that American people 
mistake our mind, therefore we want to 
speak to tell you our justice. We fight Chi- 
na in order to preserve the peace of the 
great Oriental. We like the peace of the 
world." It is deeply entrenched in their 
mind that their Mikado, their government 
and army are doing the right thing. 

Yet in spite of all this political and im- 
perialistic difference there was no hatred 
or race clash while the Japanese were here 
on the campus and in the homes, They soon 
overcame their natural shyness and became 
the best of friends as they conversed with 
students here.

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There Are Ways Out— May 

Our under-paid, deadwood faculty will re- 
ceive official attention at the coming leg- 
islature if college officiate recommenda- 
tions are carried out. rtealdent F. I). Far- 
reil, In his biennial report to the board of 
regents, Indicates, among other things, that 
something should be don* about the 33 
members of our faculty more than 60 years 
of age and the 14 more than 65. Most of 
these faculty members are being driven, by 
financial necessity, to full-time work to 
which they are physically Incapable of giv- 
ing the services that was once their ability 
to give. 

Low salary scales throughout their life 
have given them but a hand-to-mouth 
existence — with no money at all left over 
for saving for a rainy day. The college, 
realizing that, hesitates to turn them out in 
the cold now that their usefulness is lim- 
ited. As a result they continue giving the 
best they have, but, nevertheless, selling 
the btudents short. 

The Collegian pointed with alarm 
last week to this, and other conditions 
existing on our faculty. It pointed out 
that our educational system In Kansas 
is rapidly tumbling to the mediocre 
class and will continue its fall as long 
as such conditions are permitted to go 
on. A constructive criticism, however, 
does not stop merely with "viewing 
with alarm." 

Obviously the administration has valid 
reasons for not turning these faculty mem- 
bers out. Some of them are, in spite of their 
age, the best the college has. To turn the 
others out would mean the college Bpending 
the rest of its days with a conscience that 
realizes it has sapped the life energy of its 
servants and then, when no more waB left, 
turned them loose to find for themselves 
whatever sort of existence their used-up 
bodies can scrape together. No, to fire them 
would not be the way out. 

No President Farrell present* to the leg- 
lnluture this sesHlon another way ont — the 
only sane, sensible solution — a faculty re- 
tirement policy. Thirty Mine of the 48 states 
lmve such plans In oneratlou today. Thirty- 
one states have realized this problem and 
have solved It while Kansas still ambles 
along with the slow pokes— the blind that 
fall to see this Injustice going on right un- 
der their nose — to their own employees. Or 
perhaps they don't choose to see It. 

The common laborer has a right to 
an old age 67 security — the federal gov- 
ernment In its recent social security 
legislation testifies to that. The state 
of Kansas agrees, or else steps would 
not have been taken here to comply 
with Washington's pension stipula- 
tions. 

But nothing has been done to take care 
of the aged faculty member. Is It their fate 



motet of ns that many of the students who 
attend eoflef* never graduate, hot upon In- 
specting a report Issied by 1>ean Everett 
W. Lord, noted Boston nnlverslty educator, 
the situation la much more appalling. It re- 
veal* that nearly half of the hoys and girls 
who registered In the nation** colleges this 
fall will fall to receive their diplomas and 
degrees four years from now. 

In all, between 25,000 and 30.000 stu- 
dents are dropped from colleges for schol- 
astic deficiencies or failures. Dean Lord's 
survey states that partially at fault for this 
Btudent mortality are the colleges, since 
5,000 of the "detached" freshmen failed 
their courses so completely that it is ap- 
parent that they should never have been 
admitted to college In the first place. 

To make matters worse for these 
ousted students, they are blacklisted in 
effect by all other colleges and to a cer- 
tain extent, by business. "Reclamation 
departments" or divisions of remedial 
education are suggested by Dean I^ord 
to help these students. Small institu- 
tions prove to be no haven for falling 
students either. A freshman is just as 
Hkely to fall In a large institution as a 
small one. 

Deaths, financial and unknown reasons 
aid in bringing up the academic mortality. 
Dean Lord expresses his regret that so 
many competent students are obliged to 
withdraw for financial reasons, but points 
out that they are not "marked" as is the 
case with academic failures. 

However, there is one bright spot in 
the report. It reveals that eight out of 
nine students that have at least sur- 
vived three years in spite of financial, 
academic and other reasons will gradu- 
ate next June.

tartest Campus Building

The Final Bolt 
—A Way Out 

"Tlie faculty personnel Is the moat im- 
portant single factor In determining the 
quality of work the college does," de- 
clared President F. C. Farrell in his re- 
cently prepared biennial report to the 
board of regents. With such a statement 
in mind Hie Collegian has opened Its 
dead wood faculty campaign. 

We liavp pointed to the undeniable lack 
of competent instructors here (and in 
oilier Kansas schools ) and have declared 
It would inevitably result in mediocre 
school rating* if nothing was done. Last 
week we advanced one partial solution to 
the problem— a faculty retirement policy 
that would keep the faculty vigorous, 
aiivf. and would offer added incentive to 
fii-i flat ; young instructors to settle at 
Kansas colleges! This week we advance 
another restored faculty salaries. 

It's only a logical conclusion that the 
best iitstiuctors will teach where they re- 
ceive the highest wages and best working 
conditions. That's but a natural situation 
— anyone can see that. Other things lie- 
lug H'p»al. the school that pays a salary 
below standard will have to be content 
with a faculty personnel below standard. 

And If f fieri' is any douM hk in whether 
Niilnrli-s are rwilly too low l( mlirhl be 
well to mite thai ill Kansas Slate I hey 
are ill per renl below the average paid at 
IhiiiI if rand colleges In the 1'nlted States. 
Any MtjMl Is certain In have a pretty

■ only that kind of promises to offer. 

"This school." »ne high college official 
said recently, "is rapidly becoming little 
more than a training ground for good 
faculty men. Most of the really good ones 
-rapidly advance to other institutions — 
the poor ones remain at K-State." 

i In line with the state administration's 
policy of expense culting, faculty salaries 
wWe Blashed from IS to 30 per cent in 
1933. Other institutions, including the 
federal government, that made cuts at 
the same time have now restored theirs 
to the former level as the costs of living 
increased. The Kansas legislature has so 
far failed to get In line.

At last the 1938-39 football season is over. The cam- 
paign was climaxed Monday with seven games, from San 
Francisco to Miami. Although Oklahoma's Sooners, 
handy winner of the Big Six, took a severe beating from 
Tennessee, the game and the prerequisite build-up netted 
the Norman school more national publicity than any 
other school in the conference has ever received. 

Kansas State never got a "bowl" bid, never will, and 
may never again finish in the first division of the Big Six 
— unless a revolutionary change Is made in the athletics 
policy here. The 19S8 Oklahoma team was no accident; it 
was the result of several years' building and expansion. 
Great teams don't Just happen; they are planned and 



Engineers Are Overcrowded 

Since the construction of the 
latest addition to the engineering 
building In 1S31, the total enrol- 
ment of students In engineering 
curriculums has Increased 55 per 
cent and the number of seniors In 
the division has increased 203 per 
cent. The President pointed out 
that the instruction of upperc law- 
men requires more laboratory space 
and equipment than Is required for 
lowerclassmen 

Among other things In the 73- 
page report, the President pointed 
to the Increase of *6 per cent In 
dispensary visits and Increasing 
emphasis on prevention In the past 
two years at the student health of- 
fice here. 



Dispensary 

Dispensary visits leaped from 
51J46 to 75,942. according to the re- 
port, while enrolment Increased 
only 19 per cent. While one-half of 
the dispensary visit* are Tor medi- 
cal treatment, an equal number are 
made by students seeking health in-

' tlons. 

Launching an Intensive preven- 
tion program during the last two 
| years the student health service 
gave 2,947 smallpox vaccinations, 
1,957 Schick tests for diphtheria, 
2.398 Dick tests for scarlet fever and 
4,575 M or. to tix tests for tubercu- 
losis. Following an Intensive edu- 
cational campaign against syphilis 
waged jointly by the student health 
service, the student governing as- 
sociation and the Kansas State Col- 
legian. 2,608 students voluntarily 
took the Wassermann tests last win- 
ter. Only seven positive reactions 
were found.

The Big Sbc conference, with Nebraska, Oklahoma, 
Missouri, and more recently, Kansas, leading the way, is 
approaching a really high-geared athletic circuit. Nebras- 
ka has been famous for its smooth and efficient system, 
and Oklahoma and Missouri have been making rapid 
changes. Less than a month ago, Gwinn Henry, new coach 
at Kansas university, promised K. U. followers that the 
university was not going o> be left behind. Henry ex- 
plained that his principal efforts, in building up Kansas 
university football, would be to gain the good will of. 
alumni throughout the state, the confidence of the foot- 
ball players and support of the students in obtaining ma- 
terial for the next year. 

He also indicated that he would call a meeting of the 
freshman and varsity squads before the Christmas vaca- 
tion and encourage them td keep alert for good football 
men among their home town high schools.

While most schools have modernized athletics, 
K-State has remained practically stationary. Kansas 
State, next to the rest of the Big Six, looks like a 
Model T beside a 1939 Cadillac. As Joe Newman, 
sports columnist for the Manhattan Mercury, re- 
cently pointed out, "Kansas State is becoming the 
caboose of the Big Six special," 

There are two possible futures for Kansas State ath- 
letics. One is to follow the present system. Maintain the 
rigid, strict interpretation of the conference rules. Use 
athletics to- build "leaders and character," but mediocre 
teams. Leave K -State a scholastic institution instead of 
building a football plant. De-emphasize athletics, as the 
University of Chicago has done, by holding down while 
other schools pull away. 

The popular alternative is to make an effort to catch 
up and keep up with contemporary conference schools in 
athletic development. Shake off the shackles of modesty, 
backwardness, the idea of simon-pure athletics, which 
went out at most schools along with bell-bottom pants. 
Get in line with other major universities in the Middle 
West. Try to attract some of the Kansas high school ath- 
letes who are lured out of state by high-powered schools 
in the South and on the Pacific coast. Located in a small 
town and near no large population centers, Kansas State 
is at a natural disadvantage, but this school could ap- 
proach a modernized athletic set-up. 

K-State athletics are at the fork in the road. Shall we 
continue on the right-hand.road, content with the present 
system? Or shall we adopt the liberal left-hand highway, 
and try to streamline Wildcat athletics?

20,000 Pilots Every Year 
—Will We Get Our Share? 

As news comes from Washington that 
the President is proposing the MY A train 
20,000 airplane pilots annually In the col- 
leges and universities of the country, 
there immediately is certain to spring up 
rumors as to whether certain schools will 
or will not be affected by the program. 
Perhaps it might be beat to answer the 
various rumors right now. 

No one knows anything about it. 
, By "no one" we do not necessarily in- 
clude the President of the United States, 
although there are those who believe that 
he, too, would come under this classifica- 
tion. President Roosevelt, as observers see 
it, has merely sent an exploratory balloon 
up to see what the public reaction to the 
plan will be. Whether- he really is serious 
in his suggestion; whether congress 
would approve it; or whether the colleges 
themselves would accept the undertaking 
still remain to be decided before any such 
proposal might become a reality. 

Many believe that such a statement 
was made purely for its sensational quali- 
ties and that the plan is utterly ridiculous. 
Senator Clark of Missouri, exclaimed that 
the European dictators should at once be 
informed of the proposal— they might 
then laugh themselves to death. 

Then there ace others who believe that 
the United States really does surfer from 
an inadequate number of airplane pilots 
and some such training piqgiam would 
not be amiss. They point out that with 
the rapid strides aviation is 




oeneficial-that the 20,000 already U- 

d^^As^esp^blly *f X*we[rtob^ak 

out. 

As to whether or not the college offi- 
cials themselves would agree to such a 
program is indeed a question. One can 
quite reliably state that the chief execu- 
tive hadn't consulted many of them be- 
fore his Washington statement. He might 
have reconsidered if he had. Whether col- 
lege officials will take on a program that 
would involve such risks to its students as 
would flying instruction is doubtful. 

The upshot of it all will probably be 
some sort of a compromise in which per- 
haps the army, or private flying schools, 
will establish courses in the same towns 
as the colleges where college credit can be 
given for work in these training schools. 

As to the possibility of Kansas State 
being selected as a site for any such pro- 
gram, Uus school is as well equipped as 
any in the Middle West. Its courses in me- 
teorology, a requisite for any pilot's li- 
cense, is not duplicated in any other Kan- 
sas state institution. Courses in aero- 
nautical engineering, although taught 
here as at other state institutions, are su- 
perfluous to pilot training. We have a 
wind tunnel on this campus, although its 
value in pilot training is questionable. We 
have a well-functioning glider club. 

What would count most in our favor 
is the long and illustrious record of the 
K-State required ROTC unit, since the 
proposed training program will probably 
be connected with the war department. 

But as to prophesying, or even agi- 
tating for, any selection of this, or any, 
school for such a program when such a 
program remains as yet merely a sensa- 
tional suggestion is so much wasted

Factors which promote unsuccessful 
teams here include ponr practice fields, 
low coaching salaries— which clamps a 
^vcry effective limit on the caliber of 
"coaches that can lie employed — , no full- 
time trainer, a weak remitting system, 
and general moral opposition by faculty 
administration toward good teams. For 
some reason, some people believe that a 
good school and good teams are wholly 
inconsistent and cannot he found under 
the same roof. 

As a well-known coach has remarked, 
"The over-emphasis is on the over- 
emphasis on football." 

These Ills can he traced to the adminis- 
tration and the council. \ fa* couching 
changes might alleviate the situation, but 
It Is the council which has failed to cor- 
rect, or remedy the set-up. An y K-Ntate 
fun will say that there are one or two 
sore spots In the coaching- staff In this 
"haven for coaches". 

All but two members of the present 
council were appointed nearly twenty 
years ago— and are still on the board. 
These men represent various depart- 
ments of the college, to provide repre- 
sentation from all parte of the campus — 
except the student body. This is no reflec- 
tion on these men, for they are among 
K-State's most Influential and famous 
leaders. But they are primarily educators 
devoted to their specific fields of educa- 
tion; they are. but secondarily interested 
In athletics. 

The majority of the present council 
have been In office for nearly twenty 
years and athletics in general have 
changed just as much in that time aa 
have automobiles or women's hats. Still, 
essentially the same council continues to 
direct Kansas State policies with little 
attempt at modernization. 

No one can deny that students would 
provide a certain amount of liberaliza- 
tion. If in no other way, they would be 
able to express to the council the student 
view on the situation and enable the en- 



tire body to gain a clearer light on what 
the student* want.

The Semi- Animal Grind 
U It Necessary? 

As time again approaches for the semi- 
annual enrolment grind, it is well to re- 
vive the old question, "can a better en- 
rolment system be devised for this 
school?" Whether the confusion, the 
mistakes and hectic waiting, character- 
istic of present Kansas Slate matricula- 
tion periods is necessary, and whether 
anything can be done to lessen it is a pro- 
ject that should interest even the most 
content. 

The University of Indiana recently an- 
nounced a complete revision of their 
system In an effort towards simplifica- 
tion. Instead of requiring the filling out 
of 13 registration cards as in the past, the 
new system calls for but three, one for 
the dean, one for the registrar and one 
for county classification. Fees will be 
paid, not at the time of matriculation, but 
sometime later when registration cards 
are filed. 

But perhaps the mast Important 
change in the Indiana system called for 
an extension of the registration period 
from three to 21 days. Cm der tile uew 
jrtflii each ill vis ion will enroll at a dif- 
ferent time — all at the office of the reg- 
istrar. Cnrol men t with the Individual 
professors Is done anytime after matricu- 
lation and lierore the beginning of the 
new semester, nt the student's eon leni- 
ence. 

Whether such a policy, if adopted here, 
would cut down on the confusion that 
now exists at K-State enrolment periods, 
or whether it would merely spread it out 
over a longer period of time hj a ques- 
tion—a question to which Indiana will 
have the answer shortly.

Another building ired exclusively 
for coeds at one time was Chem 
try Annex I. Originally a chemist 
building, from 1903 till IBM husky 
girls shook its floor with their "vig- 
orous" calisthenics.

2 j fact, they'd even settle if exports 
were cut out; they wouldn't even 
consider wanting Imports. 

But seriously, the problem Is 
acute. Suppose we discount the 
fact Uw', in a few rare instances. 
I'Vrn. the gift* of one or the college 
buildings couldn't keep certain stars 
In the atate because of the luxurious 
setqpa offered at larger and finer 
institutions. Example* of this might 
be Bill Savoy, the Great Bend 
flash, now at Southern California 
and Brack, a Stafford boy, who, at 
Purdue, was an all- Big Ten back. 

But why do other athletes leave 
home? This corner believes that 
most motives could be summed up 
in the following three points; 

1. In changing coaching Jobs, a 
coach usually attracts promising 
athletes from one school to an- 
other. It might be a voluntary act 
on the oart of the athlete or he 
might be allured by financial at- 
tractions. Anvway Kansas has hue! 
her share of .this trouble. 

2. Lack of proper approach by 
the coaches of the state. They 
might Lake the attitude that— 



'well, so-and-so surely has that 
man. It wouldn't do any good tor 
me to approach him." In reality 
maybe the athlete hadn't been ap- 
proached by any coach in the 
state. The outsid; coach then i ' 
In nnd does his stuff. 

3. Alumni .sometimes are a Mf 
factor in keeping athletes in the 
state. Alert alumni front out-of- 
state schools piay loyal to their al- 
ma mat?r and send bock prominent 
athletes from their locale. On the 
othsr hand, listless alumni from 
the native state schools permit out- 
side subsidizing. 



With th; scaln of Ad Llndsey 
safely Lucked under Its belt, 
#ie University Dully 
in an editorial Sunday 
the Collegian's attempt at re- 
forming athletics here. Says the 
daily Kansan in the I Mil 
Rraph: "The Kansas
